There need never be any fear 
that Germany will suceced in re- 
taining peaceful occupation of the 
territory wrested from Russia and 
Roumania during the war, eve 
though in the peace that is to come 


she should be awarded possessioniy 


which is most unlikely. The Ger- 
mans have no. genius for success- 
ful government of peoples of othec 
races .but their own, and must 
make a failure of the job whereev- 
er they try it 

In Russia they will be in oceup- 
ation no lonyev than the time it ta 
kes to organize successful oppos- 
ition to their rule. While they re- 
main they will have to enforce 
their will with the sword because 
their will and their way of stating 
it is so distasteful to people 
who have in them any spirit or de- 
sire to become or remain 
free men. Government of these 
peoples under armed compulsion 
will be a mighty expensive under- 
taking, and it is doubtful if the re- 
wards would be commensurate 
with the losses-sure to be incurred. 

The two assassinations recently 
recorded serve to give the world 
an idea just how the Russian peo- 
ple—not the so-called Russian gov- 
ernment—regard the Germans. 
They were seeking liberty for 
themselves and now discover that 
they have been placed under the 
heel of an oppressor. Their det- 
ermination still is to be free, and 
if they cannot reach the goal they 
have set themselves by peaceful 
methods they will travel the bloo- 
dy trail as they have so frequently 
done before.

Nickolas was awakened at 5 0’ 
clock on the morning of the day of 
his execution by a patrol of a non- 
commissioned officer and six men. 
He was told to dress and was tak- 
en to a room\where thedecision of 
'the soviet council was communic- 
ated to him, He was informed the 
execution would be ¢arried out in 
two hours, 

The former emperor, it is add- 
ed received the announcement of 
the sentence of death with great 
ealmness. He returned to his bed 
room and collapsed into a chair, 
after a few moments he asked for 
a-priest with whom he was allow- 
ed to remain unattended. Subse- 
quently he wrote several letters. 

When the escort arrived to take 
him to the place of execution, 
Nicholas attempted to rise from hi 
chair/ but was not able. The priest 
and a Soldier were, obliged to help 
him get to his feet. The condem- 
ned man then descended the stairs 
with difficulty and onee he fell 
down.

IN SIXTY DAYS CITIZENS . 

OF U.S. CAN BE D

Ottawa, Aug. 4—Instructions 
; have been sent out to all registrars 
and deputy registrars throughout 
Canada under the military service 
act outlining procedure in regard 
to the draft laws under the enlist- 
ment of American citizens in Can- 
ada subject to the draft laws under 
the new Canadian-American con- 
vention. ~All male Americans of 
the ages twenty-one to thirty, both 
inclusive, are given sixty days ei- 
ther to enlist or enroll voluntarily 
in Canadian Expeditionary for- 
ces or to claim diplomatic exemp- 
tion. If at the expiration of the 
sixty days these men have done 
nothing in regard to the military 
service they automatically become 
subject to the Canadian draft 
laws. 

There will be a general registra- 
tion taken throughout Canada of 
all such men and on the expiry of 
the sixty days will be called upon 
to report for service. All Americ- 
ans resident in Canada who wish 
to place themselves under the Am- 
erican draft law and desire infor- 
ination as to proceedure should ap 
ply to the nearest American Con 
sul Instructions to consuls are 
now being forwarded from Wash- 
ington,

CHANCE GIVEN TO EVADER3 
OF SERVICE ACT 


—_—Oo— 
Ottawa, Aug. 2—An extra of 
the Canada Gazette issued at 
seven o'clock this evening con- 


tained ‘a proclamation removing 
deserters and absentees under the 
Military Service act from liabil- 
ity to punishment if they report 
for duty between now and August 
24th. It is recognized that many 
men who failed to report because 
of lack of a proper understanding 
will be glad and willing to do so, if 
a period of grace is allowed. It 
is believed that the giving of 
such a period will bring to the co- 
lors many men whom it would be 
difficult otherwise to reach. 

Men who are classed deserters 
and absentees, subsequent to Aug- 
ust 24, will, the proclamation sta- 
tes, be pursued and punished with 
all rigor and severity of the law 
subject to the judgment of court 
martial which will be convened to 
try such eases and other compet- 
ent tribunals. The proclamation 
provides that ‘‘those who employ, 
harbor, conceal or assist such men 
will be held strictly accountable 
as offenders and subject to the 
pains, penalties and forfeitures in 
that behalf by law provided for 
the offence."

REIGN OF BOLSHEVIKI IS COMING TO AN END; 


London, July 3—Information raching Stockholm, says the 
correspondent of the Times there, shows that the Bolsheviki 
regime has come to the end of its tether and that the Russian 
masses Workmen, peasants——are about to rise in arms 
against Bolsheviki tyranny. 

Official representatives of the social revolutionary and social 
democratic parties in Russia have arrived in Stockholm, says 
the correspondent, and have issued a remarkable appeal to the 
socialists of Europe. They call on the socialists to form an in- 
ternational commonwealth, representing all socialist parties to 
visit and ascertain by direct investigation whether the Russian 
Socialists are not right in declaring that the Bolsheviki have 
brought wide spread evils on Russia, destroyed industry, caus- 
ed universal starvation, despotically oppressed the people, and 
are now concerned only in retaining power at all costs. 

The representatives are Rusanoff for the social revolutiona- 
ries, and Axelrod for the social democrats. They represented 
their prospective parties at Stockholm in the summer of 1917 
when an abortive attempt was made to organize an inter-soc- 
ialist convention. , 


DARK DAYS ARE OVER—HARD MONTHS STILL AHEAD 


Paris, July 31-Andre Tardieu French high commissioner to the 
United States, at a dinner Monday at the American university 
union, declared that the dark ‘days were over, but there are 
hard months ahead. ‘The first great battle in which your own 
troops have participated extensively has been a great victory,’ 
he said. ‘‘The part taken by your soldiers is well known in 
France. The soldiers of the American divisions which on the 
morning of July 18 gained six kilometers have shown themselv- 
es to be the equal of the best French Troops. Your rank and 
file, officers and staffs are deserving of the same praise. 

‘“‘The war is not over yet.’’ Hard months are ahead of us, 
but we have already taken the initiative. As far 98 numbers 
the critical times are over with us. Under the strong leader- 
ship of a chief who is worthy of France. Premier Clemenceau, 
we have held our ground. Today after some time on the de- 
fensive, the time for a victorious attack has come and the dark 
days are over. 

‘While greeting the completion of the first milliom American 
troops in France, we have greeted the first success. In common 
with you Americans we and our gallant allies are standing rea- 
dy for the supreme effort. 

Ambassador Sharpe in response said: ‘‘ American soldiers 
could not help being brave after such examples of magnificent 
courage as displayed by the French troops. The first million 
is here. Another million will follow and as many millions as 
are necessary to bring the cause of democracy to victorious 
peace.

Toronto, July 31 31—As the cul- 
mination of murmurings ,which 
have been heard ever since the op- 
ening of the G.W.V.A, Convention 
the Winnipeg and Ottawa délega- 
tions today walked out of the con- 
vention and decided to take no 
further part in its deliberations. 

The question of proportional re- 
presentation was at the root of the 
trouble. The delegates from Ot- 
tawa and the West have claimed 
that suggestions made by them 
have been persistently voted down 
by the predominance of voting po- 
wer in Ontario and they say that 
if the representation at the con- 
vention were proportional to paid 
up membership this would not ha- 
ve been possible. 

Matters nearly came to a break 
last night but things were patehed 
up for a while and the delegates 
attended the morning session. This 
afternoon, however, they held a 
meeting at the Carls Rite Hotel 
and decided definitely to have no- 
thing more to do with the eonven- 
tion. 

Following this meeting the Win- 
nipeg and Ottawa delegates this 
evening issued a statement in the 
form of a letter to the president 
of the Association outlining their 
position. In it they claimed that 
while Ontario has only 7,563, paid 
up members to 11,573 in the rest 
of the Dominion it has 938 acered- 
ited delegates while the rest of 
Canada has only 84. They disclaim

CAPTURE OF TOWN

‘that the spirit of the defenders 
might possible be broken and they 
then began to emerge 


to. forecast a fresh attack to take’ 
the village. Of the fighting which 
ensued the correspondent writes 

The Americans after three days' 
of to and fro fighting through vil- 
lages had learned subtlety and 
were determined to have a real 
fight to a finish. They consequen- 
tly withdrew as if retiring from 
Seringes and the Germans crept 
down from their high ground con- 
vineed they had their opponents 
beaten. Additional German troops 
came pouring in Until the town 
Was occupied as it never had been 
before. 

But as the new oceupants began 

Jorganize their defences bullets

three sides of the village, and it 
was not long before they discov- 
ered that the -Americans while 
withdrawing from the front of the 
town had commenced an encirel- 
ing movement on both sides, thus 
forming a, ring almost completely 
around it. 

Then came tragic fighting. The 
Prussian Guards had voted not to 
surrender and their opponents 
were just as anxious to see the 
thing through. It was an affair 
of small arms, “but the Americans 
proved to be better shots and slow- 
ly picked off men here and there. 
Then the Americans began to ad- 
vance and slowly their “encircling 
ring closed round the village. AS 
the ring drew closer and the de- 
fenders saw their doom approach- 
ing, they doubled their fire, but 
still the Americans came unfaltex. 
ingly like a storm or the unavoid- 
able stroke of fate. 

‘“When the Americans reached 
the precincts of tle village their 
fire ceased and with one wild yell 
they closed with the foe. The 
fierce uproar suddenly gave place 
to a strange silence as men grap- 
pled with man.

heaps of German slain been doub-! 
led in the ruins about it. 

‘““This was classic fighting in- 
man against man and the 
better win. ‘There was no call for 
The pride of the profes- 
sional soldier was up against the 
pride of the free man, both prefer- 
ing death to surrender. 

“Tater in the morning the fight- 
ing extended still further  east- 
ward and in every case the Ger- 
mans who attacked were annihil- 
ated. Later eame the attack at 
Seringes and an attempt at the 
same time to drive the allied from 
hill 187, west of Seringes. 

“There for the first time stace 
the Allies crossed the Oureq the 
Germans may be said to have de- 
finitely taken the offensive. 

“All through the day’s fighting 
the enemy’s airoplanes attempt- 
ed in the most daring manner to 
assist in the battle. Early in the 
morning six enemy planes succeed- 
ed in penetrating far as La Croix 
Blanche farm, near La Fere For- 
est. They swooped down close 
above the roads in the valley and. 
fired upon the allied troops. 

Members of the Prussian Guard 
who were captured by the Ameri- 
cans, state that their orders were 
to hold the line at any cost and 
well they obeyed. All three of 
their battalions apparently were in 
the line on this memorable day, 
which ended “everywhere in viet- 
ory for the allies, although there 
was no great gain of ground. 

“During the following night 
ground was taken near Seringes 
by the Americans. The advance 
will make it possible for the troops 
in the sector to join hands with 
the conquerors of Sergy and Ser- 
inges.”’
